TUe Political OuUooki 



The next Oalifornia steamer will carry 
henco the tliroo dclogatfa appoiutod by 
IliB Excolloncy the Governor for the 
purpose of conferring with the Uovorn- 
ment at Ottawa upon the suljoct of tho 
admiasion of Brilisli Columbia into tho 
Dominion of Canada. It is both iuter- 
Oriling Olid amusing to study tho history 
of the Coufoderaiion cuuso in thin co- 
ony, the chaugea wbioh public opinion 
^ ihus undergoao in fcome beoiions of the 
' 6otiniry,, and, 'above' all. th'e' iDdividunl 
traBflltiodB'by which itibae been marked 
in some localities. There can bo "o 
manner of doubt that Iho great body of 
tho ccilonifts liuvo steadily und ouriiost- 
ly desired tho oluinuo ever sinco it was 
fairly put before the country. And it 
h<t8 t)eea mattef of oo Uitle amu)<uiuent 
to watch itoso who have l^eon oppo^■ed 
to the movement, to hco tlicni reliiuinibli- 
iiig one position' nftor anollior, uniil iii 
last, wo find many ot thom iiinoii;|st ihu 
loudest. mouttiod of its udvoeates. aSow 
it noay with truth be said ihiit tbeio is 
not ft British subjuob ot any weight or 
proDiineaco in the colony who would 
■,. venture to procUiin himself un oppo- 
nent of Confederation upon terms ihnt 
are cquitublo and just. I^ay, do Wo not 
find the chief of the aiiti-Conredd'ation 
party accepting a minaion to Oiii wn 
for the parpose of negotiating that 
which he has so long anJ so bii terly op- 
poHcd ? Per.sto! Chiingo. Is Suul uUo 
among tho Prophets ? The personnel of 
tbo delo)^aiion invites remark. Ut' llie 
three who compo^'e it, siiif^iilurly onougli 
two have been taken from the ranks of 
those hitherto cppo.>ed to Conl'ederu- 
t on. The thitd delcgufo, although, po- 
litically speaking, young and inexpori- 
oneed, has ceriainiy ibis to Kuy, that he 
has been an ardent and consistent advo- 
cato of Confodoraiion both in tbo 
Legislature and out of it. Perhaps, 
.however, ibe most reonarkaMe f^atuiu 
of this delegation oouaista in. thti fuco 
thai every member of it stands in direct 
COriQict with pablic opinion— the 
whole body of the people — upon tno all - 
importani qnostion ol Kosponeiblo Gov- 
ermi^ont. And here, again, all ilu-oo 
must bo prepared, us two have already 
done, to ' jjuip down their perlbshunt,' 
as Rosea Biglow would put it; f.ir it 
is perfectly cloar that they <!amiQl hopi; 
to bring back terms which will be uc- 
oeptublo ip the jiuople if unaceonipariied 
by the one great reduemino priucipio of 
local BOlf-governmeDt. Yerily, iD is not 
oommbn tofind people possessed ofpuo^ 
marvellous facility lor sulf-adupta'-ion- — 
Bolf-abnegatioii, may wo veiuuro to suy ? 
After all, there it» some merit in f 
graceful acccpianco of the philosophic;, 
principle that 

'If we onnol bo near to lliR lip5 tliiit wo love 

Wby llieQ we'll mako lovo to iho iipi ilmt hid near.' 

But we havo no wish to be hypercritioal 
about IhQ personnel of '.ho delegation: 
much less wou d wo desiro to weaken 
1 .their bands in discharging tho weighty 
"dntle^ (indertakeD. Yet we woold bave 
both the delegates and bo who eeiecied 
them to understand tdat, they will have 
a ceriain amouiic ot by no means un- 
natural pu'judice to overcunie, rondcT-:
